far as the Bank of the City of St. 
Pau! is concerned, good times ae 
here and have been ever since the 
bank was established 19 years ago. 

Founded in 1913 to provide the 
city with a market for its own 
bonds, the bank has grown stead- 


ily uhtil it now has deposits of 
$10,000,000 and has rolled up a 
surplus of more than $210,00u. It 
operates with a staff of four men 
and its annua! overhead totals less 
than $14,000. 

“If the bank were liquidated im- 
mediately,” says William F. Scott, 
St. Paul City Comptroller, “we could 
take care of every depositor and 
still show a net profit of more than 
$40,000.” 

The bank accepts deposits from 
St. Paul persons only, and purchas- 
es St. Paul city bonds solely. The 
total of participating certificates 
which any St. Paul purchaser may 
buy is $5000. The bank pays depos- 


itors ¥ per cent interest from the 
date of deposit, whether it its left 
for one day or a year. 

“It is the only institution of its 
kind in the country,” says Scott. 
“Last year we made a profit of 
more than $30,000. At present we 
have on hand a surplus of $210,000 
—and hardly know what to do with 
it. There is no provision in the 
charter as to allocating profits.” 

The bank realizes its profits 
through the sale, repurchase and 
resale of such “fractional parts of 
bonds and interest-bearing certifi- 
cates in such manner as may be 
deemed to best serve the interest of 
the city,” as the charter requires. 

Any disturbance in ordinary fi- 
nancial circles always has brought 
new depositors to the bank. Its 
peak of deposits came in 1931 when 
the books revealed $12,305,610 from 
9321 depositors, making it the third 
largest financial institution in St. 
Paul.

ROGERS CALDWELL 
UTS NEW TRIAL 


Tennessee, Supreme Coure Re- 
verses Conviction of In- 
vestment Banker. 


By the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 30.— 
The Tennesse. Supreme Court to- 
day reversed the conviction of 
J:ogers Caldwell, former investment 
banker, who was given a one to 
three year pric“n sentence in Crim- 
inal Court at Nashville on a 
charge cf fraudulent breach of 
trust. 

The care was remanded to the 
Davidson “ounty Criminal Court 
for a new trial. 

Caldwell, president of the once- 
powerful financial house of Cald- 
well & Co., was convicted last July 
6 of violating a trust agreement 
with Hardeman County, Tenn., 
which had deposited proceeris 
from a $200,000 road bond issue 
with the company. 

It was alleged that, in violation 
of the agreement, industrial bonds 
were substituted for Tennessee mu- 
nicipal and Federal Government 
bonds in collateral pledged with the 
Bank of Tennessee, a subsidiary, to 
secure the county’s deposits with 
Caldwell & Co. 

At the time the bank and its par- 
ent company failed in November, 
1930, the deposits amounted to ap- 
proximately $132,000, the rest hav- 
ing been withdrawn. 

Three other indictments are 
pending against Caldwell in the 
Criminal Court here. Two charge 
feloniously receiving deposits in an 
insolvent bank and the other fraud- 
ulent. breach of trust. He also is 
under Federal indictment at Knox- 
ville and Louisville. 

The Court criticised the Criminal] 
Court Judge, Chester K. Hart, for 
making a private investigation to 
determine the condition of the pub- 
lic mind toward Caldwell and said 
he was in error in setting the trial 
at the time he did. This was to the 
“manifest prejudice” of the defend- 
ant.

RUINS OF MAYAN 
RELIGIOUS CENTER 
FOUND IN YUCATAN 


Carnegie | Institution Archeolo- 
gist Says It Contains 103 
Sculptured Monuments. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—Dis- 


covery of ruins of a Mayan city 


of enormous size in the jungies of 
Yucatan was announced today by 
the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington. 

Existence of the city. first seen 
by a white man in December, 1931, 
has been confirmed by an expedi- 
tion led by Dr. Sylvanus Morley. He 
found that the city was once a 
great religious center, and many 
dates are sculptured on the ruins. 

The city was first seen by C. L. 
Lundell, an American botanist em- 
ployed by a chicte company oper- 
ating in the region. He named it 
“Calakmul,” which means, in the 
Maya language, “The Two Adjacent 
hills.” 

“Calakmul exceeds our expecta- 
tions,” Dr. Morley reported. “Tt 
contains the tremendous total of 
103 stelae (monuments) with 
sculptured figures and hieroglyphs, 
many more scuiptured monuments 
than any city hitherto known. Some 
of the stelae are of high esthetic 
merit, while 51 are dated, of which 
the expedition deciphered about 
half.” 

The expedition mapped all the 
monoliths and buildings on the 
site,

House today rejected a proposal 
that the Army and Navy be con- 
solidated under a department of 
National defense. The vote was 
153 to 135. 

The proposal was sponsored by 
the Democratic leadership and was 
variously estimated to save from 
$25,000,000 to $100,000,000. Rep- 
resentative Snell of New York, the 
Republican leader, and adminis- 
tration forces, strongly opposed the 
proposition. Defeat came in the 
form of the approval of an amend- 
ment to strike the merger provision 
from the pending omnibus economy 


bill. 

President Hoover had voiced his 
disapproval of the move, which 
would havé established a depart- 
ment of national defense with a 
Cabinet member at its head. 

The administration - sponsored 
proposal .» create an ‘ministration 
of public works was approved by 
the House as a part of the measure 
reducing Federal expenditures. 

Under the plan, all Government 
public building and public works 
activities except rivers and har’ rs 
and militar and naval construction 
would be supervised by one admin- 
i: cator paid $10,000 a year. its 
proponents contended it would 
eliminate many duplicate activities 
of various departments. 

The House voted down an 
amendment to create a central 
purchasing agency for all Govern- 
ment departments. 

The provision in the economy 
bill authorizing the President to re- 
organize branches of the Federal 
Government was passed unchanged 
by the House late yesterday. <Any 
changes he makes will be effective 
after 60 days if not disapproved by 
House or Senate. 

The Senate today approved the 
$112,000.000 bill appropriating for 
the State, Justice, Commerce and 
Labor Departments, its total cut by 
10 per cent.

Next Step Will Be Taken in 
U. S. Appellate Court 
in California — Darrow’s 
Plea Antagonized Jury— 
First Vote in Racial Lines.

HONOLULU, April 30.—The ap- 
peal from the manslaughter con- 
viction of Lieut. Thomas H. Mas- 
sie and his three co-defendants 
will be based on alleged judicial 
coercion in obtaining the indict- 
ment, it was announced today by 
Montgomery Winn of defense 
counsel. 

Lieut. Massie, Mrs. Granville 
Fortescue, his mother-in-law, and 
Albert O. Jones and E. J. Lord, 
Navy enlisted men, had been in- 
dicted for the second degree mur- 
der of Joseph Kahahawai, but the 
racially mixed jury last night re- 
turned a verdict of manslaughter, 
with a recommendation of lenien- 
cy. Sentence will be pronounced 
Friday by Judge Charles 8. Davis. 
The maximum sentence is 10 years 
in prison, 

Orientais Swing Over Whites. 

How the jury voted during its 
nearly 50 hours of deliberation 
was disclosed today. It split at 
first nearly along racial lines—it 
consisted of five men of American 
descent, one German, one Dane, 
three Chinese and one Hawaiian— 
and it was only in the end that the 
Orientals and men of mixed races 
swung the Caucasians over to their 
point of view. The foreman of 
the jury was a white man, John F. 
Stone, corporation officer. 

Attorney Winn pointed out that 
the indictment was returned after 
Circult Judge Albert M. Cristy had 
kept the grand jury in session sev- 
eral days. 

At the timie the grand jury met 
the city was still in turmoil over 
the killing of Kahahawai, one of 
five youths of varied races await- 
ing a second tria!i for criminally 
assaulting Mre Massie. The first 
trial jury had disagreed. Kahaha- 
wai was abducted during one of 
his daily visits to court to report, 
as ordered pending retrial. 

“No Bill” Reported at First. 

Winn asserted, as he had said 
before in court, the indictment the 
grand jury brought was “coercive,” 
and pointed out that Foreman Har- 
ry Franson had reported to Judge 
Cristy Jan. 22 that the grand ju- 
rors had voted “no bill’ on the pro- 
posed indictments for murder and 
kidna ping. 

“Judge Cristy then went to the 
grand jury room,” said Winn, “and 
told them in effect that unless they 
found a true bill against the de- 
fendants._there would be anarchy 
in the community. These were 
his words: 

““*I present to you the question 
of anarchy in this community. Are 
you willing to take the responsibili- 
ties fo~ that situation? You know 
our racial structure.’ 


“Cristy then adjourned the jury | 
until the next day, when he sub- . 


mitted it three forms of bili—one 
for first degree murder, one for 
second degree murder. and one for 
kidnaping. These were his words 
on that occasion: 

“The deliberations of this jury 
are not completely sealed in any 
investugation. If it appears to the 
Court that there has been a situa- 
tion requiring action by the Court, 
then the Court can require evi- 
dence taken as to what transpired 
lu the grand jury room. So do not 
for a moment go under the misap- 
prehension that there is no way 
whereby matters pertinent to the 
administration of justice cannot be 
iavestigated agd disclosed.’ ” 

Indictment Finally Returned. 

Winn then concluded: “After 
Cristy left they voted on the three 
bills on two separate ns, 
Each time they voted ‘Né bill’ and 
when the report was offered to 
Cristy he refused to accept it. Fi- 
nally the grand jury returned a bill 
fo: second degree murder—wh) 
we contend was coercion.” "

Louisiana’s fiery Senator and 
Democratic national committee- 
man, who revolted yesterday from 
the Senate leadership of Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, announced 
he had withdrawn his support of 
Robinson, Senator Harrison of Mis- 
sissippi or Speaker Garner for the 
Democratic candidacy. 

When Long first arrived in 
Washington, he announced that he 
considered, these three and former 
Gov. Smith of New York the out- 
standing candidates for his party's 
nomination. But in an interview 
today he said he had changed his 
mind about them. 

“I am very much discouraged, 
and feel like I'm in kind of a 
maze,” Long said. “If I nominated 
anybody this afternoon it would be 
George Norris of Nebraska. 

Hoover and Robinson. 


“If I could shape up the pro- 
grams at the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic conventions, I'd name Nor- 
ris for the Democrats and Hoover 
for the Republicans, with Robinson 
his running mate. 

“Robinson and Hoover work to- 
gether for the same things, with 
the same ideas, and with the same 
results.” 

He explained that he was disap- 
pointed in Robinson, Harrison and 
Garner because of their stands on 
taxation, and felt that the two Sen- 
ators in agreeing to the confirma- 
tion of Andrew Mellon as Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain had put 
their “stamps of approval on Mel- 
lonism.”’ 

“T haven't had a chance to see 
Smith or Roosevelt as I have the 
others,”” Long added. “I hope to 
hear more from them later.” His 
coolness toward Roosevelt, at first, 
he said, was because he felt he had 
little chance to win, but that now 
many of those who were expected 
to be formidable rivals had stepped 
out of his way, as well as out of 
Smith's. 


Renews His Tax Plea. 


A renewal of his plea for _ in- 
creased taxes on wealth was made 
today in the Senate by Long. He 
did not mention. specifically his 
proposals that individual incomes 
be limited to $1,000,000 vearly and 
inheritances be limited to a maxi- 
mum of $5,000,000. 

Long interposed in a discussion of 
aid for agriculture. He said any 
plan which would -do the farmers 
any good would take money from 
the Treasury and that extreme 
wealth should be taxed and these 
“abnormal, criminal, swollen  for- 
tunes should be broken up.” 

Long threw up all his commit- 
tee assignments yesterday and de- 
nounced the party leadership of 
Senator Robinson. 


Robinson called Long’s resigna- 
tioon a “comic opera gesture to ob- 
tain notoriety and publicity that 
does not do justice to the comic tal- 
ents and power of the Senator from 
Louisiana.” 

He referred to Louisiana’s “king 
fish” as that “great genius in 
statesmanship.” But neither’ this 
nor other sallies floored the Lovisi- 
anan, who replied: 

“If he'd just kept on talking a 
little longer we would have got 
closer together. When he quit, he 
was just.about to nominate me for 
leader.”’ 

“There has got to be another 
leadership responsible to the Amer- 
ican people in the Domocratic 
party,” Long shouted. “The people 
know they can’t get any re-distri- 
bution of wealth through the Re- 
publican party. Their only salva- 
tion is from the Democratic party.” 

Robinson said: “He can search 
the debates of history and not find 
a declaration by a leader of the 
party for confiscation of private 
property to limit incomes and for- 
tunes.” * 

; He asked if the pnainciple of con- 

fiscation were to be applied, why 
Long did not fix.a lower limit on 
incomes than $1,000,000. 

Long denied he appealed for 
class hatred. “I’m advocating what 
the Lord gave to Moses,” he said, 
as he waved a Bible. |

the case, the jury balloted within 
half an hour, standing seven for 
acquittal and five for conviction of 
second degree murder, as the in- 


dictment charged. 

Part-Hawaiian for Acquittal. 

During the balloting of the next 
two days the Caucasians on the 
jury gradually swung over to the 
“guilty” side, and near the end of 
the second day, when Judge Davis 
called in the jury and asked if a 
verdict could be reached, only one 
man was still holding out for ac- 
quittal. He was a part-Hawaiian. 
When the jurors went back to 
their room after telling the Judge 
they believed they could reach a 
verdict, this man agreed to vote for 
guilty of manslaughter. Agreement 
was reached on the fifteenth bal- 
ot. 

The jurymen said Darrow’s 
speech failed to impress the jury, 
pointing out all but two of the 
jurors were fairly well educated. 

“He talked to us like a lot. of 

farmers,” said one of them. “That 
stuff may go over big in the Mid- 
die West, but not here.” 
The jurors said the final, fiery 
argument of Prosecutor John C. 
Kelley was effective. They also 
disclosed that reports spread about 
Honolulu that the jury was stand- 
ing 10 to two for acquittal present- 
ed a reversed picture of what was 
actually happening.

Charlies B. Rose, former vice 
president of the Fageol Motors Co. 
of Kent, O., again was a witness at 
a public hearing of the investiga- 
tion—this time a reluctant wit- 
ness. Seabury extracted additional 
testimony from him tending to 
show that the Ohio coryoration 
spent money liberally in high po- 
litical places to aid a New York 
concern in which they were finan- 
cially interested.

IN PENNSYLVANIA PRIMARY

PHILADELPHIA, April 30.— 
The lead- of Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt of New York over Al- 
fred E. Smith in last Tuesday's 
Democratic presidential preference 
primary stood today at 14,167 in 
unofficial returns from 7167 of 
the 8181 districts in the State. The 
total vote so far received gave 
Roosevelt 108,266 and Smith %4,- 
099. The preference vote is not 
binding on the national delegates. 

Warren Van Dyke, president of 
the Pennsylvania Roosevelt-for- 
President League, said Roosevelt 
would receive 63 of the 76 Penn- 
sylvania votes in the convention. 
John R. Collins, chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, said 
40 to 44 of the delegates would be 
either unpledged or would wote for 
Smith. 

In the Republican primary, Sen- 
ator James J. Davis, candidate for 
renomination, has a lead of 388,517 
over Gen. Smedley D. Butler, with 
240 of the 8181 districts missing. 
The totals are Davis, 886,171; But- 
ler. 497.654. 


a series of outrages on women 
which had stirred the Navy and 
other white population.

After the Ka- 
hahawai killing, Ida and his co- 
defendants, Ben Ahakeulo, Henry 
Chang and David Takai, who had 
been at liberty under. bond, volun- 
tarily went to jail for protection. 
More recently, however, they left 
the jail for their homes. Last 
night they were placed back in 
jail as a safety precaution. 

In spite of his victory, Prosecu- 
tor Kelley remained in a compli- 
cated position. As a defense wit- 
ness in the Kahahawai killing case 
Mrs. Massie figured in an angry 
Clash with Kelley when he sought 
testimony from her that she had 
had differences with her husband 
a few months before the attack 
last September. She angrily tore 
up a paper which is said to have 
contained a written admission of a 
rift. At that time, Kelley’ said: 
“Thank you, Mrs. Massie. At last 
you have shown yourself in your 
true colors.” 

Some navy officers contend Kel- 
ley’s remark should prevent him 
from prosecuting the forthcoming 
retrial of the attack case. Kelley 
announced it would be retried, but 
declined to say whether he would 
head the prosecution. 

Mrs. Massie in New Outburst. 

The conviction in the Kahahawai 
killing was prefaced by an angry 
outburst of Mrs. Massie at Kelley. 
Just after the jury had been called 
into court by Judge Davis who 
wanted to inquire about its prog- 
ress, Kelley, Lieut. and Mrs. Massie 
and Lord met as they were leaving 
the building. . 

Lord took Kelley’s hand and said: 
“No hard feelings.” 

Massie, who had been given a 
verbal lashing by Kelley in the 
closing arguments, likewise shook 
the prosecutor’s hand. 

“If I ever had anything against 
you, Mr. Kelley—”’ Massie began, 
and Kelley interjected: “Il haven’t 
anything against you personally. 
nor against your wife.” 

Mrs. Massie turned on Kelley. 
“No you haven't anything against 
me!” she stormed. Massie soothed 
her, but she was sobbing when he 
led her away to an automobile. 

The four defendants were 
charged with sccond degree mur- 
der, which calls for a sentcnce of 
20 years to life imprisenment. 
Judge Davis ins*cucted the jury it 
could find them guilty as charged, 
guilty of manslaughter, or not 
guilty. He added a possible find- 
ing of not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity for Massie. 

The verdict leaves a variety of 
possibilities in the way o% sen- 
tences. The naximuin penalty for 
manslaughter is 10 years. The min- 
imum would be a suspendec sen- 
tence for that length of time. Gov. 
Judd has the power to pardon any 
or all of the four convicted.

One Victim Dies but Peace 
Moves Go On and Agree- 
ment Is Expected With 
Little Delay.

hai, 

No protest was contemplated by 
the Government, since the scene of 
the bombing was under temporary 
occupation by the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities and the thrower of 
the bomb, a Korean, was a Japa- 
nese subject.

SHANGHAI, April 30.—Y. Ka- 
wabata, one of the high-ranking 
Japanese injured by an assassin’s 
bomb in Hongkew Park yesterday, 
died today. He was president of 
the Shanghai Japanese Residents’ 
Association. 

The other victims—Gen. Yoshi- 
nori Shirakawa, Gen. Kenkichi 
Uyeda, Admiral Nomura, Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, Minister to China, and 
Kuramatsu Murai, Consul-Genera] 
—while in serious condition, were 
reported likely to recover, 

Shigemitsu was in the most seri- 
ous danger. Thirty-two pieces of 
grenade entered his body. He had 
a fairly good night, however, 

In spite of his injuries, he dic- 
tated severa] dispatches to his Gov- 
ernment, describing the incident 
and expressing regret that he 
would be unable to continue the 
Chinese-Japanese peace negotia- 
tions for the time being. He 
stressed the importance of con- 
cluding a peace agreement as soon 
as possible, however. Although a 
temporary postponement was _  in- 
evitable, a truce is expected to be 
concluded with only a minimum of 
delay. 

Following a conference of _ the 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, War 
and Navy, a report was sent to Em- 
peror Hirohito saying it was de- 
cided to regard the truce agree- 
ment at Shanghai and the bomb- 
ing at Hongkew yesterday as two 
entirely unrelated matters and to 
make no change in the attitude to- 
ward the peace negotiations but to 
endeavor to hasten an agreement. 

The bomb was thrown by Yin 
Kitsu, identified by Japanese au- 
thorities as a Korean revolutionary. 
who came here from Manchuria 
last August. Kitsu, who was seized 
on the spot, is said to have con- 
fessed. He is said to belong to a 
Chinese-Korean society which has 
been working to overthrow ecstab- 
lished governments in various 
Oriental countries. 


League Assembly Adopts Plan for 
Shanghai Scttlement. 


GENEVA, April 30.—The League 
of Nations Assembly adopted a res- 
olution today embodying a plan for 
settlement of the Chinese-Japanese 
controversy at Shanghai. 

The Japanese delegates did not 
vote on the resolution, which pro- 
vides that evacuation of Japanese 
troops shall be completed in the 
near future and that the League’s 
mixed commission is authorized to 
report any neglect by either China 
or Japan to observe the terms of 
the armistice agreement. 

Previous to the vote, Ambassa- 
dor W. W. Yen of China an- 
nounced that China accepted the 
resolution. 

Secretary of State Stimson sat in 
the spectators’ gallery with the 
United States delegation. 

M. Magaoka of Japan expressed 
Japan’s dissatisfactilon with -he 
compromise proposal of Sir Miles 
W. Lampson, British Minister to 
China, which was included in the 
resolution, but he abstained from 
voting because of Japan’s opposi- 
tion to the invocation of article 
XV of the League covenant. He 
announced, however, that Japan 
would co-operate to bring the 
peace parleys at Shanghai to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.

Riviies of Honolulu Murder 
Trial and Events Leading to It

Attack on Mrs. Massie and Subsequent Killing 


of Alleged Assailant Followed by Federal 
Investigation of Islands. 


By the Associated Press. 
HONOLULU, April 30.—When 


a navy officer, became bored at a 
party one night last September and 
went alone for a walk toward Wal- 
kiki Beach she provided the start 
of a series of events which con- 
vulsed Hawaii and reverberated in 
Washington. 

Mrs. Massie was seized, beaten 


and criminally attacked, allegedly 
by five men, among them Joseph 
Kahahawai, young Hawaiian ath- 
lete. She said Kahahawai broke 
her jaw and assaulted her when 
she prayed for mercy. The five 
men were brought to trial, but the 
jury disagreed. 

Nesentment sprang up in the 
navy group, constituting a large 
portio. nof Honolulu’s population, 
against wnat was termed the hood. 
lum class. Naval circles charged 
the police with inefficiency and 
with being unduly friendly toward 
the Hawaiian and Oriental ele- 
ments for political reasons. 

Many Rumors Circulated. 

At the same time there were 
rumors, later brought into the 
court records, about the attack 
victim and her husband, Lieut. 
Thomas H. Massie. One was that 
Mrs. Massie had not been at- 
tacked, but merely had been seek-’ 
ing notoriety; another linked her 
name with that of a Navy officer 
acquaintance of her husband, and 
still another said it was Massie 
who broke her jaw and that hs 
was getting a divorce. 

Rear Admiral George T. Petten- 
gill, commander of minecraft in 
this area, informed Admiral Rich- 
ard H. Leigh. commander of the 
battle force of the United States 
fleet that Honolulu was unsafe 
for the wives of naval officers. 

Some wives reputedly armed 
themselves for protection. The 
Navy shore patrol was enlarged to 
preserve order. 

Disorders began. Norace Ida, one 
of the five accused by Mrs. Massie, 
was seized and beaten in an at- 
tempt to get him to confess. 
Clashes between individuals and 
between groups in the streets 
brought extraordinary police meas- 
ures. 


School Teacher Assaulted. 


Then Mrs. James M. O’Dowda, 
school teacher, was bound, beaten, 
gagged and criminally assaulted 
in her home. Lui Kaikapu, native 
burglar who had escaped from 
Oahu prison, was suspected, Cap- 
tured, he confessed the attack and 
was returned to prison for life. 

A week later, on Jan. 8, while 
making his daily report to the 
court pending retrial of the Massie 
attack case, Kahahawai was tured 
into an automobile »y a fake sum- 
mons. An hour or two .thereafter. 
at the end of a wild chase toward 
Koko Head, just outside of town. 
police stopped an automobile driv- 
en by Mrs. Granville Fortescue, 
mother of the attack victim, -and 
cuntaining Massie, and E. J. Lord. 
Navy enlisted man, and the sheet- 
ed body of Kahahawai. 

The three were arrested on the 
Spot and the fourth suspect, Al- 
bert O. Jones, was arrested later at 
the Massie home. 

Public feeling ran high. The 
four accused of the killing were 
Siven into the custody of naval of- 
ficers at Pearl Harbor as a meas- 
urs for their safety. Army and 
Navy enlisted men were barred 
from the city temporarily. 


Indictment First Deferred. 


Flowers and messages of en- 
couragement were showered on 
Mrs. Fortescue. in an undertaking 
establishment banked with blos- 
soms lay the body of the young 
Hawaiian.

Darrow Enters the Case.

Judge Cristy was disqualified 
from the trial by a defense affi- 
davit of prejudice. John C, Kelley, 
new Prosecuting Attorney, present- 
ed the Territory’s case before Cir- 
cult Judge Charles S. Davis.

Lieut. Massie’s Testimony. 

Darrow called Lieut. Massie to 
the stand. The young officer told 
how he had arrived home to find 
his wife brutally beaten and sob- 
bing out the story of the attack; 
how the case preyed on his mind 
and how rumors circulated after 
the attack case jury disagreed. 

Massie said he and the three 
other defendants plotted and car- 
ried out the abduction. He said he 
confronted Kahahawai with a pis- 
tol, demanded a confession and 
that his mind suddenly went blank 
when Kahahawai said, “Yes, we 
done it.” 

Dr. J. Thomas Orbison and Dr. 
Edward Huntington Williams, Los 
Angeles alienists, testified Massie 
suffered froin “shock amnesia” at 
the moment of the tragedy. 

The defense case ended in a spec- 
tacular scene with Mrs. Massie on 
the witness stand. Between out- 
breaks of tears she told of the at- 
tack an’ her subsequent ordeal, 
and how it affected her husband. 

On  croes-examination Kelley 
handed her a paper, supposedly 
written by herself in a psychopa- 
thic examination and purporting to 
contain an admission of differences 
with Massie a few months before 
the attack. 

“This is a confidential paper be- 
tween a physician and patient.. 
Where did you get it?” she de- 
manded. 

Kelley insisted she say whether 
she wrote it. . 

“a refuse to answer,” she 
stormed, and tore the paper to bits 
while spectators applauded. 

“Thank you, Mrs. Massie,” said 
Kelley angrily. “At last you have 
shown yourself im your true col- 
ors.”’ 

Three Prosecution Alienists. 


In rebuttal the prosecution pro- 
duced three alienists, Dr. Pauli 
Bowers, Dr. Robert Faus and Dr. 
Joseph Catton, who, although 
barred from observing Massie be- 
cause of Darrow’s objection. testi- 
fied that in their belief he was 
sane. In a caustic exchange with 
Darrow, Dr: Catton pictured Mas- 
sie, a native of Kentucky, as a sane. 
normal Southerner stirred to anger 
and vengeance in firing the fatal 
shot. . 

In a plea of mure than three 
hours Darroy emphasized the in- 
sanity and unwritten law aspects of 
the defense and asked the jurors to 
apply the golden rule in judging 
the acc ed. 

“If these people are sent to 
prison it will place a blot on these 
fair islands that not all the waters 
of the Pacific can wash away,” 
said the aged defender. 

“And when people come to your 
beautiful isle.” he went on. “the 
first place they shall want to see 
is the penitentiary. And men will 
marvel and wonder at the cruelty 
of man and the injustice that has 
been done here.” 

Kelley’s Closing Argument. 

Kelley excoriated Massie in his 
closing argument and again hinted 
that the naval officer had not told 
the truth on the stand. 

“He couldn’t hide behind the 
skirts of his mother-in-law,” shout- 
ed the prosecutor, “nor behind the 
two sailors who helped him.” 

Referring to Mrs. Massie’s testi- 
fying, Kelley said: 

“They sacrificed that girl for his 
ego and made a Roman holiday for 
the crowd that disgraced this 
court with applause.” 

“If you let these people go,” Kel- 
ley argued, “they will make Massie 
and Admiral because he and Ad- 
miral Pratt think alike. They 
both believe in lynch law.” 

Calling each juror by name, Kel- 
ley closed with: 


“Without being swayed by mercy 
or by Admirals—for in the lian- 
guage of Smedley Butler, I say, “To 
hell with the Admirals!”—There is 
no reason why you cannot bring 
in a unanimous verdict of guilty, 

“We do not ask for vengeance— 
only justice.”

Wants Further Cut in Cost. 

Jacob Me Lashly. representing 
the Chamber of Commerce, urged 
the committee to hold the total 
rate to $2.71 and suggested that 
the budget be trimmed most heav- 
ily in the less essential services. 

Deputy Comptroller Gunn report- 
ed that City Treasurer Buechner, 
an elective official, had declined to 
accept salary reductions for him- 
self and his half dozen employes.

Standard Wage Bill Passed. 

fhe Board of Aldermen passed 
unanimously this morning’ the 
standardization bill, fixing wage 
rates of city employes in the classi- 
fied service for the next year. May- 
or Miller signed it today, making it 
effective immediately. Virtually the 
only changes since last year were 
reductions to meet the new prevail- 
i’ scale in the building trades. 
Savings are estimated at $4000 a 
month . 

The board and its Ways and 
Means Committee will continue 
daily meetings next -veek until the 
budget and tax rate bills are 
passed. City employes must wait 
until the budget is passed before 
they have another payday. 

The Police Board, through Pres. 
ident Kiel, has notified Comptrol- 
ler Nolte it would accept a cut of 
$150,000 in its appropriation, made 
by the Board of Estimate to make 
salaries of civilian police employes 
conform to the scale for city work- 
ers. The Police Board previously 
had reduced its appropriation for 
other items by $209,000.

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YOUNG ATHEISTS BAR COLORED 
EGGS FOR RUSSIAN EASTER 


“Pioneers” Visit Stores and De- 
mand That Religious Symbols 
Be Eliminated.

MOSCOW, April 30.—There will 
be no colored eggs in Moscow on 
the Russian orthodox Easter to- 
morrow, for the Young Pioneers, 
an organization of children from 10 
to 16, have made the stores take 
them off their shelves. 

There will be no kulitch, a tall, 
sweet cake, and none of that sweet- 
ened cheese dessert which always 
was traditional Easter confection. 
There will be no fancy dolls, for all 
these things have fallen under the 
ban of the crusaders. 

The youngsters condemned the 

Co-operative Trade Committee for 
permitting the display of such ar- 
ticles, and in a formal protest mod- 
eled upon those frequently issued 
by their elders they declared that 
“In Soviet Russia all organizations 
fight against religious traditions, 
but the toys we have seen offered 
for sale tend to stimulate religious 
sentiments.” 
Flying brigades of the young 
atheists demanded that dolls and 
cradles and toy phonographs be 
thrown out and that instead the 
stores sell models of automobiles 
and tractors of 150 varieties of toys 
the Young Pioneers found only 
nine designed on satisfactorily 
technical lines.

surgeon, who was in a plaster cast

“It wasn't anything at all,” said 
Dr. E. J. O’Brien, chief of staff of 
Herman Kiefer Hospital after he 
had performed the last operation. 
“Just a job of work that needed to 
be done and I happened to be the 
only one around handy.” 

O’Brien is recovering from a 
broken back suffered three weeks 
ago in an automobile accident. 
While in the cast he has continued 
working on a book on tubercular 
surgery. 

Four such operations were set 
for yesterday at the hospital. At 
the last minute, Dr. Norman 
Bethune of Montreal, was to have 
performed them, telegraphed that 
he would be unable to come for a 
week. O’Brien offered to perform 
the operations. 

He made an incision in the neck 
of each patient and cut a nerve to 
alter the position of the dia- 
phragm.

Thomas N. Dysart to Help Handle 

Affairs of Suspended Brok- 

erage Firm. 
Thomas N. Dysart, broker, was 
appointed co-receiver of the sus- 
pended stock brokerags firm of 
Mark C. Steinberg & Co. yesterday 
by Circuit Judge Hall, who, the 
day before, appointed Mark C. 
Steinberg and Milton H. Tucker, a 
lawyer, as co-receivers. 

The Dysart appointment was on 
petition of Mrs. Etta Cohen, who, 
according to her petition, is a cus- 
tomer of the Steinberg company 
and a creditor in the amount of 
$7500. The petition related Mrs. 
Cohen took the action on behalf of 
herself and other creditors, inas- 
much as the other two receivers 
were appointed at the request of 
Steinberg. who owns a majority in- 
terest in the partnership. 

Steinberg announced he and his 
partners had agreed to end the 
partnership, but had been unable 
to agree on a method of doing so. 
A careful liquidation, he asserted, 
will leave a substantia] amount for 
the partners after all claims are 
paid. 

Dysart, former president of the 
Investment Bankers’ Association of 
America, is resident manager of 
Harris, Upham & Co. of New York. 
He was an officer of Knight, Dy- 
sart & Gamble until that firm was 
taken over by Harris, Upham &

TWO EX-OFFICIALS FREED 
IN CHICAGO GRAFT TRIALS 


Former Employes of Sanitary Dis- 
trict Acquitted of Forgery to 
Obtain Public Funds.

CHICAGO, April 30.—Timothy 
L. Connolly, former purchasing 
agent for the Chicago Sanitary Dis- 
trict, and Donald R. Joyce, its for- 
mer superintendent of vehicle 
maintenance, were acquitted by a 
jury last night of a charge of forg- 
ery to mulct the district of public 
funds. 

The trial concluded the long in- 
vestigation of the so-called 
“whoopee” era of the sanitary dis- 
trict and the prosecutions which 
resulted in the conviction of three 
former trustees on conspiracy 
charges. 

Connolly and Joyce were charged 
specifically with having forged the 
billheads of an automobile repair 
concern in order to collect vehicle 
rental] for cars which the district 
did not hire. 

They also were charged with 
having committed forgery by caus- 
ing a $2200 check to be issued by 
the district in behalf of Joseph M. 
Ragalie, head of the automobile re- 
pair company, and then inducing 
Ragalie to cash the check on rep- 
resentations that it had been made 
out to him in error and the money 
would be returned to the district.

Lindbergh and President John 
Grier Hibben of Princeton Univer- 
sity he was in contact with the ab- 
ductors of Charles Augustus Jr., 
Col. Schwarzkopf said Entz had not 
produced “any identification” to 
support his assertion and that when 
he did he would “receive further 
consideration.” 

Curtis at Norfolk is away on his 
eighth mysterious mission. The 
Marcon was used by Curtis on a 
trip early this week which he said 
resulted in the removal of a num- 
ber of obstacles in their work.

There Is: Possibility That Insur- 
ance of Robber Who Killed 
Self Is Invalid. 


Andrew De Narde, 30-year-old 
smalt business proprietor who 
turned robber Thursday and killed 
himself with poison when trapped, 
left his ‘wife and her two small 
children by a ,revious marriage 
without funds or other immediate 
means of support, Corcner Dever 
told reporters yesterday. 

His $3000 life insurarce policy, 
payable to Mrs. De Narde, carries 
a provision that it is void in the 
event of suicide within two years 
of issuance. It is six months oj. 
Missouri law provides, however, 
that in resisting payment in such 
cases, the insurance company must 
show to satisfaction of court and 
jury that the insured actually con- 
templated suicide at <he time of 
application for the policy. 

De Narde also carried a $5000 
policy, but it is payable to the 
Cepparula Manufacturing WJo., an 
artificial flower concern at 808 
Washington avenue, of which he 
is president. Pending the pro- 
vision of funds, arrangements for 
his funeral are being held in abey- 
ance. ; 

De Narde, it was learned yester- 
day, was formerly an employe of 
the John Hancock Mutual Life In- 
surance Co., which he made the 
objective of the robbery. He 
worked in the branch at Euclid 
and McPherson avenue in 1925 
and early 1926, but failed to rrog- 
ress and resigned. 

The holdup Thursday was di- 
rected at Clarence Pleimann, 21- 
year-old assistiat cashie:s of the 
John Hancock branch at 3469 
South Grand boulevard. .fter ‘e 
Narde had been cornered and had 
swallowed poison, he turned back 
$250 in cash to Pleimann, but he 
had already thrown away $30 in 
tilver and $1400 in checks.

THE CITY BUDGET BILL. 


A city budget bill containing drastic economies is 
under consideration by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen. It represents & 
manly effort of the administration to adjust munici- 
pal expenditures to reduced income, and to avert the 
woeful financial plight in which Chicago, Detroit and 
other large cities now find themselves. Unavoidably 
the bill creates hardships for many city employes, 
whose pay it reduces, and it eliminates services 
which, highly desirable in normal times, are rendered 
untenable by changed conditions. 

Of course, the bill is opposed by extremists of two 
sorts: those who, hurt by its provisions, regard it 
from the standpoint of its effect upon themselves 
rather than from the viewpoint of the city at large, 
and those who believe the administration should have 
gone much farther. Moreover, the bill does not elim- 
inate the city deficit, which amounted to $650,000 at 
the beginning of the present fiscal year (April 11), 
though Deputy Comptroller Gunn estimates the deficit 
will be reduced to $337,000 by next April. By and 
large, however, the bill meets expectations. 

The city’s deficit arose, in large part, from the 
necessity of making extraordinary outlays for un- 
employment relief. Its income for the current year 
‘is curtailed by the 10 per cent reduction in real estate 
assessment ordered by the State Tax Commission, and 
by a rise in the State tax rate from 12 to 15 cents. 
There must also be considered a probable increase in 
tax delinquencies, and the large sum needed to 
finance the August primary and the November elec- 
tion. The only new revenue in sight, arising from 
the increased levy on gasoline and the parking lat 
tax, is earmarked for unemployment relief. 

It remains to be seen what economies can be made 
in municipal activities not under City Hall control. 
The Police Board, which, under State law, is empow- 
ered to make its own budget, has consented to cut 
its requirements $209,000 below those of last year. 
The Board of Education has temporarily dropped its 
sinking fund tax rate, but has made no change in its 
general tax rate. The economies it makes will only 
serve to enable it to operate within its means. What 
will happen to the Art Museum and the Zoo must be 
decided by the voters, who likely will have before 
them at the November election the proposal of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to cut their 
special tax levy from 2 cents on the $100 valuation 
to 1 cent. Of course, such action would have no effect 
on this year’s budget. 

We confess grave disappointment that the city has 
come to a pass where some of its most cherished insti- 
tutions are in danger. Yet insolvency is more to be 
dreaded than temporary sacrifices and, to avoid it, the 
city must live in Sparta for a while. St. Louis has a 
record of sound and conservative financial manage- 
ment. In fact, this quality in past times has been 
exercised to a fault. But it now stands us in good 
stead, and we believe it will carry us through the de 
pression without the humiliation that other cities, less 
provident, have had to endure. 
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HE KNOWS HIS NEW ENGLAND. 

A month ago we reprinted parts of an article 
by Bernard De Voto on cautious and contented New 
England. In that article the writer described the 
New Englander as “part of his section’s symbiosis.” 
The Yankee’s community, he said, “becomes a sys- 
tem, a unit; it adjusts itself in terms of its own 
needs and powers.” Yf proof of Mr. De Voto’s char- 
acterization were needed, it was furnished beyond the 
shadow of a doubt in the town of Prescott, Mass., 
the day of the Bay State’s primary. Elsewhere over 
the nation the hurly-burly raged, and upset and un- 
rest troubled the waters and furrowed men’s brows. 
Not so in Prescott. The polls opened, midday passed, 
the polls closed. Not one of the 13 registered voters 


had stirred himself to go cast a vote. 
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LESSON OF THE MASSIE CASE. 

Social conditions in the Hawaiian Islands, culmi- 

nating in the brufal assault upon Mrs. Thomas H. 
Massie, have their root in an ill-conceived immigra- 
tion policy. The original inhabitants of the islands 
were neither numerous enough to provide a suffi- 
cient labor supply, nor were they capable of adapt- 
ing themselves to Western methods. Sugar and pine- 
apple industries, together with' numerous others ea- 
tablished in this paradise of the Pacific, were forced 
to import labor. That they did so with first regard 
for their own necessities goes without saying. 
After Polynesians from the South Sea Islands had 
proved disappointing, both as laborers and pros- 
pective citizens, Americans, Russians, Portuguese and 
other Caucasians were introduced. These, however, 
soon graduated from the unskilled labor class or left 
the islands, and the employers fel] back upon Orien- 
tals. There was such a great wave of Chinese that 
restrictive measures were passed in 1883. They were 
followed by Japanese, of whom 65,000 arrived be- 
tween 1885 and loy9. To a great extent, these im- 
migrations were induced by planters and industrial- 
ists, who assisted male and discouraged female ar- 
rivals. 

In 1880, there were 188 males in the islands to 
100 females, and this inequality was widened by 1900, 
when there were 223 males to 100 females. In the 
ensuing period, with national exclusion lawa barring 
further immigration from the Orient, the tendency is 
toward equalization between the sexes. From 1910 
to 1920, the proportion of males toward females de- 
Creased from 179 to 100 to 144 to 100. 

There remains, however, a dangerous disparity 
which cannot but have a profound effect upon the 
life of the islands. Looking™-beyond single incidents 
to the problem as a whole, the fault lies with Amer- 
ican industrialists whose desire for profit blinded 
them to the evil effects of their immigration pol- 
icy. If, from the beginning, they had encouraged 
families to settle in the islands, it is possible there 
never would have been a Massie case. 
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KEEP UP THE FIGHT AGAINST SMOKE. 
A campaign that deserves to reach its goal is that 
of the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement League for funds 
to assure its continuance. The men and women who 
have taken part in the league's battle in recent years 
for a cleaner, healthier and less wasteful St. Louis 
have fought an uphill fight that is a contribution to 
civic consciousness. Whatever may be said of its 
accomplishments, it cannot be denied that through 
its research and educational activities, the work of 
the league is being felt. The smoke evil in cities, 
which goes back at least as far as 1257, when Queen 
Eleanor of England departed from Nottingham be- 
cause of the foulness of the sea coal smoke in that 
town, is one of the chief causes for the movement

of population to the suburbs. In this respect, the St. 


Louis metropolitan area is no. exception, as the 
1930 census showed. The much greater growth of the 
suburban communities told the story of an escape 
from the smoke, soot and dirt that spreads its blight 
within the city limits. Since economic factors will 
likely accelerate this movement in the future, it 
should be evident that smoke abatement work must 
go on if the cities hope to hold their own. 
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A FINE JOURNALISTIC FEAT. 

The final returns of the Literary Digest’s prohibl- 
tion poll, published in the current number of the 
magazine, show the swing of public. sentiment away 
from the eighteenth amendment. Only two states 
remain in the dry column. Kansas is for continuance 
by a majority of 397 votes in a total of 84,121 ballots. 
North Carolina’s continuance margin of 68 in a poll 
of 64,790 is hardly visible. All the other states are 
for repeal, mostly by decisive ratios. Missouri is two- 


to-one for repeal. The country as a whole is 73.51 per | 


cent for repeal as against 26.49 per cent for continu- 
ance. 

Dry leaders have tried to disparage this referen- 
dum. Their attempt to impugn the fairness of Liter- 
ary Digest’s methods and purpose was the silliest of 
all the blank cartridges they fired. The magazine's 
reputation should have precluded such an unworthy 


charge. The publication was originally for prohibition 


and would be among the rejoicing hosts today had the 
experiment succeeded. in has, moreover, specialized 
in national polls.

HEN Alfred E. Smith called Franklin 
W >. Roosevelt a demagogue, he used 

the kind of terms and the kind of 
logic which might have emanated from Mr. 
Mellon, President Hoover, Secretary Mills 
Or any conservative supporter of the ad- 
niinistration. As he did so, there rallied 
behind him al! the influential Republican 
newspapers and that faction of his, own 
party which wants the Democratic organi-~ 
zation to become the successor of the Re- 
publican by enticing away the same busi- 
ness and financial interests which the Re- 
publican party has for many years tried 
faithfully to serve. The importance of the 
attack lay not in its content, but in the il- 
lumination which the attack threw upon 
the existing political situation. — 

We do not attach undue importance te 
the words themselves. Everyone who knows 
auything about the currents of politics 
knows that Mr, Smith has long nourished a 
sense of pique against Mr. Roosevelt, and 
that he would do almost anything to stop 
his nomination. This hostility goes beneath 
reason and debate; its one of those emo- 
tional poisons which so often burrow in 
the flesh of a man accustomed to action 
and power, who happens for the time being 
to be confined to inaction; to be a spectator 
of the deeds of another, 

Nevertheless, it is significant that Mr. 
Smith has become so intimately associated 
with men of wealth that he does not feel 
strougly the wide disparity of interests 
which exists in the country today. It is 
significant that the party group with which 
he is affiliated is trying to play down any 
hostility to the rich and any radical meas- 
ures which might change the existing way 
of running affairs, the distribution of 
wealth and power. It is significant that the 
main line of their endeavor is to win suc- 
cess for their candidates by becoming better 
Republicans than the Republicans them- 
svlves. 

The fact that Mr. Smith could have ar- 
gued in this way, even as the result of per- 
sonal enmity, is one more piece of evidence 
that the existing two-party system isa hol- 
low show, as far as any difference of polit- 
ical and economic philosophy is concerned. 


It is obvious that the prevailing opinion 
among those in power is the same in de- 
pression as it was in prosperity—that our 
system of conducting economic life must be 
preserved and enhanced without fundamen- 
tal change, and that the way to preserve 
and enhance it is to care,’ first of all, for 
the interests of those who pile up and in- 
vest capital. 

Precisely the same dogma has persisted 


.in every step of the anti-depression pro- 


gram. This line of thought prompted the 
National Credit Corporation, the Recon- 
struction Finance. Corporation, the Glass- 
Steagall bill, the sales tax, the hostility to 
higher income and estate taxes, and reduc- 
tion of Federal expenses. At the same time, 
it blocked any substantial borrowing for a 
public works program, it blocked Federal 
relief of the unemployed. 

Rarely has a fundamental! issue of policy 
and outlook been more clearly defined: 
rarely has a better opportunity been of- 
fered to an opposition to illuminate the 
issue and take a position of protest, but- 


tressed by a constructive program based on 
a different philosophy. 

Mr. Roosevelt made a small and tenta- 
tive beginning at this task, only to be de- 
nounced as a demagogue by an influential 
section of his own party. In his St. Paul 
speech he might have accepted the chal- 
lenge flatly, pointed out the genuine differ- 
ences of interest among the classes, and 
rounded out the philosophy and economic 
policy on the basis of which it is desirable 
to espouse the cause of the common man. 

But though he defended himself, he did 
so weakly, on the basis that there really is 
no conflict of interest. He declared the 
need for a more fundamental policy, threw 
out a few words about social-economic plan- 
ning, and illustrated what he had in mind 
by discussing the issues of electric power 
and the tariff. Nevertheless, it was a speech 
meant to heal the breach rather than to 
clarify it and emphasize the deep gulf which 
it creates between two opposing attitudes 


toward the common life. 
* . — 


We do not, of course, want demagogues. 
But what isa demagogue? From the utter- 
ances on the subject which this incident 
has stimulated in the conservative press, 
one might suppose that anyone sincerely 
concerned about the interest of the great 
and impecunious majority; anyone who pro- 
posed to use this interest as the criterion of 
collective policy and place it above the in- 
terest of any minortfty, is a demagogue. But 
a demagogue is not a leader of the people; 
he is a misleader of them. 

Iq it misleading the people to tell them 
that the self-seeking of the. rich has not 
brought happiness to the United States and 
is not likely to do so? Is it misleading the 
people to tell them that we need, not more 
concentration of private wealth and more 
investment, but rather a less unequal dis- 
distribution of wealth and more popular 
purchasing power to keep busy our immense 
existing productive capacity? 

The real demagogue is rather the politi- 
cian who, like those now in power, keeps 
on pretending and saying, in spite of the 
overwhelming evidence to the contrary, that 
if government takes care of the rich, the 
rich will take care of the rest of us. 

Perhaps it ia just as well, however, that 
Mr. Roosevelt has not used this occasion to 
sharpen the issue with Mr. Smith and the 
group about him. For the battle is not one 
of words; it réally concerns what will be 
done by those who are placed in power. And 
it is absurd to suppose that any party so 
largely dominated by persons who agree 
with Mr, Smith on this issue, a party de- 
pendent to so great a degree on the finan- 
cial and mora] support of the self-same in- 
terests which have been directing affairs 
under the present administration, would 
really act in a very different way if it 
achieved office, no matter what its candi- 
date might say during the campaign. 

Mr. Roosevelt has veered in the right di- 
rection, but even if he proceeded less feebly 
in his words, it is improbable that as a Dem- 
ocratic President he could go far in his 
deeds. Perhaps even a greater danger to 
the common man would have developed if,

Picture of First U. S, Judge Here 
Formally’ Placed in Courtroom

WAS COLORFUL FIGURE 


Sat Blindfolded in Court and 
Engaged in Street 
Fight. 


A portrait of James Hawkins 
Peck, first United States Judge of 
the Missouri District, was formally 
hung in the Federal District court- 
room today as the gift of the St. 
Louis Bar Association, following a 
two-year search by Federal Judge 
Davis. 

The name of the artist and even 
the location of the original painting 
are unknown. The portrait was re- 
produced from a small photograph 
of the original, presumably painted 
by a contemporary while Judge 
Peck was on the bench, 1822-36. 
The photograph was obtained by 
Judge Davis from Miss Grace Bay- 
less of Jefferson County, Tennessee, 
a  great-great-granddaughter of 
Judge Peck’s brother, Jacob. 

Formal presentation was made 
by Marion Early, a member of the 
Bar Association committee, who 
read an address prepared by John 
S. Leahy, president. Judge Faris, 
in acceptance, smilingly recalled 
that Judge Peck was a man of 
memorable enmities. The story of 
Judge Peck and the history of this 
district were outlined by Judge Da- 
vis, who became interested in the 
striking personality of his remote 
predecessor upon appointment eight 
years ago. 

Personality of Color. 

In reviewing the history of his 
Court, Judge Davis came upon rec- 
ords establishing not only that 
Judge Peck was its first Judge, but 
also that he had a personality of 
some color. He sat on the bench 
blindfolded. He had been acquit- 
ted in a spectacular impeachment 
contrived by another famous law- 
year, Luke E. Lawless, but Con- 
gress was impelled to restate the 
limits of contempt action immedi- 
ately after his acquittal. 

Scrutiny of the portraits in the 
courtroom on the third floor, some 
of them with a magnifying glass, 
disclosed that all the Judges of this 
district were represented except 
Peck. The search for a likeness 
consumed two years, but it dis- 
closed a wealth of detail about his 
eventful life. 

Peck was born in Tennessee, one 
of 12 children so tall that he was 
described as the runt of the fam- 
ily, although he topped six feet. A 
contemporary recalled him as 
“fine-looking” and “pompous in 
language, manner and carriage,” 
but related that, through fear of 
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blindness, he wore a handkerchief 
bound tightly about his eyes when- 


ever he left his room, followed a 


servant guide to the courtroom and 
sat blindfolded on the bench. 

He fought a street fight over a 
woman who later married his rival, 
but such regrets as were recorded 
are not his, but those of his enemy, 
Lawless. It seems Peck’s rival had 
such a stormy married life that 
Lawless, whose sarcasm was a vil- 
lage wonder, was moved to say of 
Peck, “I wish the scoundrel had 
married Mrs. a 

The impeachment grew out of a 
land claim which Judge Peck in 
(1825 decided against Lawless and 
| his client, Antoine Soulard. He was 
persuaded to publish his opinion in 
'a newspaper. Lawless answered n 
another publication, and Judge 
Peck called him into court for con- 
tempt, sentenced him to jail for 24 
hours and suspended him from the 
bar for 18 months. 

Impeached on charges that he 
had acted “unjustly, oppressively 
and arbitrarily.”” Judge Peck was 
acquitted by a vote of 22-—-21 on 
Jan. 31, 1831. Lawless, who was 
said to have published attacks on 
Judge Peck twice while impeach- 
ment trial was pending. sought ap- 
pointment to succeed him upon his 
death in 1836, but was unsuccess- 
ful.

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, April 
30.—President Eamon de Valeria'’s 
bill to abolish the oath of allegi- 
ance to King George passed the 
Dail Eirann on second reading 
last nigh* by a vote of 77 to 71. 

The vote has not oeen taken on 
final passa;e. 

“We propose to get the last let- 
ter of our legal rights,”” De Valera 
said shortly before the vote was 
taken. “If Britain is going to use 
the Anglo-Irish treaty as a big 
stick let her do it in the face of 
the whole world. If the British 
Government atiempts any reprisals 
it will prove its pretense of co- 
equality among the nations of the 
Commonwealth to be bosh. 

“We are going to test whether 
co-equality is a deceptive phrase or 
has solid substance behind it. My 
aim in life is to defeat the Sritish 
policy of lividing our people.” 

There were rumors today that 
Labor party members were weak- 
ening and might endanger the 
further progress of the bill by 
withdrawing their essential sup- 
por from the Government, but 
Will Norton, Labor leader, said 
they would support the Dill 
through its subseq"ent stares. 

The opposition, which allowed 
the measure to be adopted on first 
readmg without a fight, massed all 
its strength agains it yesterday. 

One of the strongest -ttacks 
came from P. McGilligan, Minister 
of External Affairs and Industry 
in the former Cosgrave Govern- 
ment. Again and again he said: 
“Irish independence has been won 
already, but some people are -so 
foolish as not to see it.”

DETROIT, Mich., April 30.—Di-

Committees will be named to 
draft planks laying particular em- 
phasis on unemployment relief, re- 
duction of governmental costs and 
limitation of armaments. There al- 
sO may be a plank calling for en- 
trance of the United States into the 
League of Nations—a proposal in- 
dorsed in yesterday’s closing con- 
vention session. 

Miss Belle M. Sherwin, Cleve- 
land, O., was re-elected president 
yesterday. 

The vote on the league resolution 
was preceded by lengthy debate, 
but when put before the convention 
as a whole was adopted with only 
two or three dissenting ballots. The 
resolution was introduced unex- 
pectedly from the floor Wednesday, 
after a standing committee on in- 
ternational relations had failed to 
place it before the convention. It 
was sponsored by Mrs. A. J. Mc- 
Guire, St. Paul, Minn. 


For 12 years—since the found- 
ing of the organization—the League 


of Nations has been before the 
group as a study project, but yes- 
terday was the first time it has 
been brought forward for support 
action. 

“The League of Nations is not 
now a partisan issue,” said Mrs. 
Louis Slade, New York, “and it 
need no longer be treated as such.” 

In pre .ous sessions here, the 


league went on record as favoring} 


United States adherence to the 
World Court, and Federal, State 
and local employment relief. 

Although a committee report 
declared it the opinion of the con- 
vention that “women are not re- 
celving the expected consideration 
due them from political leaders, 
and that recognition of them as 
candidates either for elective or ap- 
pointive offices is not increasing,” 
the statement was teripered on the 
convention floor. Miss Marguerite 
M. Wells, Minneapolis, Minn., for- 
mer vice president, said it is “just 
possible that women haven't looked 
in the right direction for the things 
women might do in aiding the ad- 
vancement of politics.” 

“Capable men, in staying out of 
political life, have done so be- 
carse they despised it,’ she said, 
“and in despising it they have de- 
graced it. We women see signs of 
a renaissance in political life.”

FAREWELL LUNCHEON 
GIVEN COL. EL BUTTS 


Military Bodies Honor Officer 
Who Retires Tomorrow After 
46 Years’ Service.

Officers of every military organ- 

ization about St, Louis united yes- 
terday in a farewell luncheon to 
Col. Edmund L. Butts, D. S. C., who 
retires tomorrow after 46 years of 
service the last five as chief of 
staff of the 102nd Division, Organ- 
ized Reserves. 
Though his only stars are six on 
his victory medal, token of as many 
major engagements, Col. Butts ex- 
pressed no word of regret that he 
was not made a General. Other 
officers, including Lieutenan-Gen- 
eral Hunter Liggett have not hesi- 
tatea to do so since his regiment 
stopped the Germans at the Marne 
when Paris appeared to be doomed. 
“IT have always had the confi- 
flence, respect, and affection of my 
subordinates,” Col. Butts said, 
fingering a watch which had just 
been given to him, “and that’s all 
& inan can ask. I have no regrets. 
Such c ‘nfidence is more important 
to me than promotions or decora- 
tions. A man’s got to live with 
Fimself and if he feels those under 
him believe in him—well, he 
doesn’: grow old so fast.” 

Col, Butts, who has reached the 
statutory retirement age of 64, 
referred to his association with re- 
serve and national guard organiza- 
tion: as the most satisfactory of his 
long career, which includes cam- 
pPauigns against the Sioux Indians, 
Spanish troops, Filipinos, Mexicans 
and the Germans in the World 
War. 

Turning to those with whom he 
has come into contact in his five 
years, he said: “In fair or foul 
weather you've always come across. 
That’s what counts—men who can 
hank on each other. What we 
need in this country is guts, guts, 

and lots of guts.” . 


liutts emphasized the value of re- 
scrve outfits and commended the 
present system of associating them 
for training with reguiar troops.

WALKER, FLOORED 
AT START, WINS 


KING LEVINSKY 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 30.—Mickey 
Walker, a real, old-fashioned 
gamecock of the fighting ring, 
proved the value of a stout hart 
and an experienced head at Chica- 
go’s Stadium last night. Two 
minutes and 30 seconds after the 
start of his 10-round bout with 
Kingfish Levinsky, Mickey was 
scrambling in the resin. But when 
the tenth round ended, Mickey’s 
right arm was raise din victory 
and almost everybody in the sta- 
dium knew it without waiting for 
that gesture. 

Walker didn’t qualify for any 
high place among the heavyweights 
of the world. Or if he did so qual- 
ify, then the present crop of heavy- 
weights should be plowed under, 
with suitable ceremonies and a 
prayer for what the next few years 
may bring. 

But Walker did prove that for 
courage and for leather pushing 
cunning he was a fair match for 
anybody. 
10 years and more than 20 pounds|, 
in weight. But after measuring 
his length on the resin-dusty mat 
in the first round Walker cleverly 
measured his opponent, quickly 
built up a defense for his wild 
sledge-hammer swings and, with 
the exception of the first round 
and the tenth, in which the King- 
fish splashed around real turbu- 
lently, the fight was Walker's all 
the way. 

Knockdown Was Clean. 

That first round knockdown was 
cleancut. For two minutes there 
were no telling punches, no dam- 
iging swings. And then, suddenly 
the windmill that is Kingfish be- 
gan to whirl. A rignt swing sledge- 
hammered against Walker’s head 
and the blow picked Mickey up 
and laid him down. 

“Leaping Lena” Levey, the King- 
fish's sister and aluminum-throat- 
ed second, shrieked for Levinsky to 
finish up the job, but the Irisher 
knew too much. He was pained. 
His terrier eyes gleamed out from 
beneath his age-pouched eyes and 
his plump cheeks with the sur- 
prised look of a washerwoman, 
suddenly whacked over the head 
with a wash boiler by an old back- 
yard crony. 

But Walker didn’t make any 
mistakes. He staved off Levinsky’s 
frantic rushes, slipping this way 
and holding the flailing arms and 
in the second round the tide turned 
the other way. Mickey landed a 
few rights and lefts that jarred 
the Kingfish and in the third 
round Mickey had perfected his 
defense. 

Through the rest of the fight 
Mickey landed that ablique left 
hook of his almost at will, and the 
Kingfish had as much chance to 
get away as a whale has from a 
harpoon. 

Levinsky Misses Often. 
The fifth, seventh and ninth were 
Walker’s best rounds. In the fifth 
Mickey met Levinsky at his own
